Merri Mourper.—lIt has fallen to our lot 
to record an instance of atrocity, rarely to 
be met with in the annals of human de- 
pravity. 

During the afternoon of Friday last, a 
stranger called at the house of Mr. Hugh 
Fitzpatrick, in Bloomfield tewnship, Craw- 
ford county. He was kindly received by 
Mr. Fitzpatrick and wife. They invited 
him to stay over night, anda bed was made 
for him before the fire on which to repese. 
About two o'clock in the morning he arose, 
took an axe, went to the bed where Mr. F. 
was sleeping, and deliberately struck him 
on the head! He drew the body out of the 
house, and then ordered Mrs. F. to deli- 
ver up what money she had, which she 
did, amounting to about $40. He told her 
she must proceed with him to Canada, and 
directed her to goto the stable and bring 
out two of the best horses. She went. but 
a6on returned andtold him she could not 

et them, and desired him to go forthem 
Fimeelf He left the house for that purpose 
In the mean tine Mrs F: took up her child 
about 3 weeks old, and hastily made her 
escape. After proceeding a short cistence. 
fearful of pursuit, she left the road and took 
shelter under a fallen tree, with her infant 
inherarms anda small dog that had fol- 
Jowed her, by her side —She had hardly 
secreted herself when she heard this inhu- 
man monster in pursuit of her, calling her 
by uame—occastonel Hy whistling rior the 
ei and fiequently uttering the most hor- 
rid imprecations. if he got her, to treat her 
as he had done herhustband He approach- 
ed within arod of her—but providentiaily 
both the child and the dog remained gutet 
When she discovered that he bad returmed 
to the honse, and finding that she must in 
evitably perish with ber child, in that situ- 
ation, trom the severity of the cold, she 
etarted and after wandering through the 
the woods and a deep snow, happily reach- 
ed the houe of her nearest neighbor, a dis- 
tance of two miles, iii a state of bo ly and 
mind more easily be conceived than 
described. The arms and legs of her in- 
fant were found severely frozen. 

The alarm was soon given and pursuit 
made after the murderer. On Sanday a 
person, who calls himself George Spitt 
Vanbollon, was found encamped in the 
woods about four miles from where the 
murder was perpetrated under circum- 
stances manifesting the strongest evidence 
of guilt, and on Monday he was commit- 
fed to the prison of this county.
